Upon the submission to the County Committee of such a state- 
ment, the tenant, if his address is kuown or ascertainable, should 
be notified in writing of such subinission and do given an opportunity 
to examine the statement. He should also be permitted to submit, under 
oath, nis own statement of such account if ho contends that the pro 
ducer's statement thercof is in any respect incorrect. 


If the County Committee is unable to effect a fair settloment 
between the producer and the tenant which will enable both to exceute 
Form No. Cotton 35, they should forward to the state Adjustment Board 
the producer's account and the tenant's counter-statoment, if any. 

The County Committee should algo forward thoir own statement of the 
facts as ascertained by their investigation of the case, together with 
their own recommendations. The State Adjustment Board should then 
consider the appeal and its decision in such cases will be final. 


In the event the producer refuses to pay the tenant the amount 
which the State Adjustiaent Buard detormines that he should pay, the 
producer will be required to pay the Secrotary twieo the amount of 
such share of the parity paymont, which sum, when collected from the 
producer, shall be »cid to the tenant.
